A claimant 'for a largo property left 
by the late Alderman Carty, of Drog- 
heda, who died intestate, has come 
forward under singular circumstances. 
The Vico-Chancellor gave a decision 
after considerable litigation, in favour 
of five persons who claimed to be nest 
of kin.. In the course of tho iprofieed- 
ings it •wias alleged that' 'OittfoHne 
Caffrey, the maternal aunt of the de- 
ceased, died in the year 1820 in the 
llichmond Hospital in this city, at tho 
age of 70 years. An old woman now 
represents herself to be that person, 
and states that in 1818 she sailed from 
Liverpool to Sydney and thence to 
Melbourne. In 1885 she married a 
boot and shoe maker, named Murphy, 
with whom she went to New Zealand, 
wbere'he died in 1859. She resided 
there until March last, when she re- 
turned to Ireland, and then learnt for 
the first time that her ne{)how was 
dead. She states her age to bo 81 
years. Three or four persou.s of pat- 
riarchal age upon whom she called re- 
cognised her as Catherine C^rey, 
whom they had known before she left 
Ireland, aud have made an aflBdavit 
of her identity. She is quite illiter- 
ate. With respect to the evidence of 
her Buppo.sed death which was given 
iu the Chancery suit, it appears that 
the extraordinary course was adopted 
of an agreement between the litigant 
parties who were interested iu her 
doath to admit iu proof before tlio 
Court of Appeal a Riclimoiid Hospital 
book, iu which was an entry of the 
death of Catherine CafTrcy, but she 
was not identified in ai;y way. Another 
book recorded the death of several 
members of the Caffrey family, but it 
WHS provcil that a piece had been cut 
out of it. An application was made 
lately to the Vice-Chancellor to 
put a stay on the money in Court, so 
that it might not be drawn out pend- 
ing the investigation of the claimant's 
right. It was resisted on tho part of 
the persons in wlioso favor tho ilecreo 
was made; but tho Vico-Cbancellor 
held that if she has rights she must be 
allowed aa opportuuity of having 
them examined, aud therefore granted 
the motion.

Tho matter was finally carried to tho 
Courts, the bunks in the meantime 
putting as much of their surplus into 
Go'Vetnment bonds as was practicable, 
under the supposition that these bonds 
were free of all tax. Tho directors, 
however, stated that tho interpreta- 
tion of the statute by the Attoriiov 
General and the Courts was adverse 
to tho banks. Tho result ^as that 
raoasures were in progress for'the dis- 
tribution of the surplus, or the pay- 
ment of tho liix under protest iu the 
hope that subsequent legislation might 
bu procured whifih wouJ4.r r4n<Jet,. ^H-; 
operative the obnoxious statute. The' 
County Bank had a surjilus of ?325,- 
000, and a fixed capital of ^!'2L)U,0U0. 
Diructors had roaolvod to declaro a 
dividend of 100 per c(;ut. , which would 
absorb J;200,000 of the surplus. The 
remaining $125 jOOO, and the eanital 
'$200;00(), would form the basis ' of 
future business, whilo the S200,000 
distributed as dividend would return 
iu the form of deposits. Tho dividend 
would bo paid the first business day iu 
January. The bulk of it will go to 
Francis Lelfiiid, tho President, \^ho 
owns the most of tho stock'. The bank 
has hpsn established twenty years or 
more, imd although small has always 
had a good reputation.. 'Th9 par value 
of tho stock ia 1100, nndi.tbe.- -market 
value per 8haf6.' The Ghemical 

Bank, which liaS a surplus of soiiio- 
thing like 000,000, aud will sufler 
tho most under tho tnx, will probably 
pay the tax under protest. The banks 
will probably unite to obtain favorable 
legislation. — "New York Letter."

cay, the registration can be effected 
with a rapidity which will leave the 
officials in advance of tho work, <ind 
searches can bo effected in a few min- 
utes by the simple process of turning 
the handle of a MiaU machine,, on 
which the memorials, with all neces- 
sary particulars conveaieiitly arranged 
for re'feronce, aro printed on a coiitiu- 
iione wob, fitted upon rollers, aud ca- 
pable of being increased indefinitely 
in length, copies of it being multipli- 
ed lo any extent that iiia_v be desired. 
The invention for whi<di .Mr. Dilh^ii 
has taken out a patent, has been sub 
jected to every possible test by a cora- 
luiitee of scientific aud professional 
geutlemeD. and their ..report in its fa- 
vor has now been adopted by the 
Treasurv, after a conforcaoe between 
them and .Mr. W. fl.
